BERLIN, June 30—Chan- 


cellor A d o l f Hitler today 
crushed a stillborn revolution 


Capt. Ernst Roehm, long 


his closest friend and his 
trusted leader of the Na/i 
storm troops, committed sui- 
cide when Hitler had him ar- 
rested as a conspirator. 


Kurt Von Schleicher, Hitler's pre- 


decessor as chancellor of Germany, 
•was killed by police when he resist- 
ed arrest as a conspirator 
Roehm was regarded as the most 


extreme leader of the radical Naais; 
Von Schleicher was the extreme re- 
actionary who favored the restora- 
tion of the monarchy to Germany 


Vice Chancellor Franz Von Papen, 
the man who two weeks ago warned 
Hitler that a second revolution lea 
by extremists was impending, was 
taken into "protective custody, but 
soon released 
The reichswehr — the national 


army—was ordered to be in readiness 
throughout Germany 
Reichswehr soldiers, armed witn 
machine guns marched down the 
great boulevard, Tjnter-Den-Linden, 
In the heart of the nation's capi- 


' Police Wear Steel Helmets. 
The soldiers reinforced heavy de- 
tails of police who -were scattered 
throughout the city, wearing steel 
helmets and armed with rifles 
Besides Roehm, a number oj 
other storm troop leaders were dead 
within a few hours of the time 
when Hitler struck. Some of them 
committed suicide; some of them 
were tolled resisting arrest 
The Nazi party announced that 
Roehm was arrested because he 
was a conspirator, in league not 
only with Von Schleicher, but with 
"a foreign power" and was. further- 
more, of such an immoral 
char- 
acter that he brought 
discredit 


upon the Nazi movement 
The 
announcement 
said 
when Roehm and other leaders were 
arrested under Hitler's personal di- 
rection, these leaders were found 
engaged in "a spectacle which was 
so sad morally that every trace of 
pity must needs vanish." 
Not only was Roehm thrown out 


— to die — but Capt Karl Ernst, 
leader of the storm troops at Ber- 
lin, was summarily deposed. 


Lntze New Commander. 


Hitler at once appointed as his 
new commander of the storm troops, 
Victor Lutze who issued this appeal: 
"Storm troop comrades and lead- 


ers and men! 
"Der Fuehrer (Hitler) has called 


me to his side as chief of staff. The 
confidence in me therebv must and 
will be justified by myself through 
unbounded fidelity to the leader 
and measureless devotion to national 
socialism and thereby 
* -ur people 
"When, some 12 years ago. I for 
the first time became a leader of 
* storm troop unit. I placed three 
virtues at the head of all my ac- 
tions and demanded inem from the 
storm troops These three virtues 
made the storm troops great and 
todav when, at a fateful hour. I im 
privileged to serve my Fuehrer in 
an important position, thev shall

Advises Admi n i s trator 
Johnson He Will Abide 
By Automobile Code. 
WASHINGTON, June 30—(AP)— 


Henry Ford has pledged full compli- 
ance with the NRA. 
Hugh S. Johnson, militant leader 


of the recovery administration, an- 
nounced in mid-afternoon that the 
automobile manufacturer had noti- 
fied him by letter of his determina- 
tion to abide by the automobile 
code 
The letter climaxed months of 


differences between the government 
and the manufacturer, which had 
resulted m Ford's exclusion from 
bidding on government contracts. 


The letter was understood to have 


been referred immediatelv to As- 
sistant Secretary Harry Woodnng 
of the war department, indicating, 
as it did, that the manufacturer 
wished to regain the right of gov- 
ernment bidding. 
Johnson told newsmen his letter 


signifying compliance would 
give 


him the right to bid. 
"Are you glad to get the letter of 
compliance'" Johnson was asked. 
"Sure," he replied witn a broad 


grin. 
No question had been raised of 
Fords compliance with the code, 
but President Roosevelt by executive 
order ruled that bidders on govern- 
ment contract must sign certificates 
of compliance. This Ford hitherto 
had failed to do.

The officer killed was Patrolman 


Harold Wagner He was shot down 
in the view of scores of bystanders 
as he approached one of the bandits 
who had stationed himself outside 
the bank 
The robbers entered the bank fir- 


ing promiscuously and covered their 
retreat by a shower of bullets 
The driver of the car in which 


the men escaped after the robbery 
was identified as Dillinger by De- 
tective Harry Henderson, a member 
of a police squad that arrived just 
an, the bandits were fleeing. 


Says He Shot "Dilliueer." 


Henderson said he fired two shots 


and the man slumped across the 
wheel A companion dragged the 
man aside and drove the car away. 


Samuel Toth, seated in a car 


across the street from the bank, was 
shot in the head as the robbers 
emerged firing Physicians said his 
recovery is doubtful 
Three other 


persons suffered leg wounds. 
The robbers escaped in a sedan 


bearing Ohio license plates, but on 
the \\est side of South Bend they 
were reported to have transferred to 
a car bearing Indiana license plates. 
The car had been stolen recently 


Detectue Henderson said he was 


within arm's reach of the man he 
identified as Dillinger. 
"I was near enough to grab him 


by the neck," said Henderson, "but 
I couldn't open fire because one of - 
the bank's employes stood directly 
in my path " 
Henderson said the man he identi- 


lied as Dillinger was wearing dark 
glasses, but he insisted he was posi- 
tive the driver of the machine was 
the notorious desperado.

agincies throughout the northern 
part of the state into action quickly 
Police of nearbv cities were notified

A SMILE COMING. 


, there is little humor in an eighteen 


months prison sentence, and a $10,000 fine. But 


Governor Langer of North Dakota, after hearing 
Federal Judge Miller pronounce sentence upon him, 
could muster a smile. He had it coming. In the face 
of conviction by a jury of his own people in defraud- 
ing the government, he walked off with a sweeping 
victory in the state primary last Wednesday, to win 
the republican nomination for re-flection. He polled 
twice the number of votes, and more, than the com- 
bined total cast for his two opponents, although h's 
conviction had taken place prior to the election. 


The remarks of the court seem In order. 
"In the opinion of the court," Judge Miller said 


in his sentencing of Governor Langer, and his as- 
sociates, "no honest jury would have returned a 
different verdict. The charge of the government 
•was that you and each of you are guilty of cor- 
ruptly administering the laws of the United States 
appropriating thousands of dollars supposed to go 
to the destitute themselves in carrying out the pur- 
pose of the law. It is unfortunate in this country 
that political organizations are so powerful in our 
large cities and in some of our states that it seems 
impossible to enforce laws, and so powerful that 
they challenge the authority of the United States 
government Itself from maintaining order and the 
enforcement of its laws." 


If that were intended as a rebuke by a federal 


Judge to the people of North Dakota, it was de- 
served. Governor Langer, insisting upon his in- 
nocence, posing in the role of a martyr, has his 
right of appeal, and undoubtedly will fight the con- 
viction through to the highest court. Pending the 
ultimate final decision, he stands convicted of a de- 
spicable offense against his country. Under those 
circumstances, to reward him with nomination is to 
defy legal processes, and to nullify the agencies set 
up in this country to determine a man's guilt. 


There is a peculiar brand of morality- in politics. 


Practices which would not be tolerated in any other 
field of activity seem to receive popular blessing, and 
to be condoned solely because it is "politics." This 
is a magnificent time to correct abuses. Not the 
least are the methods utilized for collecting political 
sinews of war. There isn't much to be expected in 
public life if popular opinion sustains methods which 
at heart the people know to be wrong. The purifica- 
tion of politics calls for an emphatic repudiation of 
the methods used in politics to collect funds with 
•which to conduct candidacies for office. A few years 
ago, the slogan for a national campaign was "get 
the money, boys," and it has had its echo with 
variations ever since. A system of forced contribu- 
tions shocks every decent instinct. It is so effective 
and so easily applied. It isnt necessary to knock a 
man down, to compel him to contribute to a cam- 
paign fund. It isn't necessary even to put it into 
direct language. The inference is so plain, so clear, 
and so unmistakable that appointive aides, depend- 
ent upon those jobs for a livelihood, haven't a 
chance to escape assessment. 


Now Governor Langer's case was presented to a 


jury. He had the benefit of able legal counsel. He had 
every opportunity, it is to be assumed, to establish 
his innocence, and at the conclusion of that trial, 
the jury said he was guilty. It Is a sad commentary 
on American political life to discover the pervers- 
ities of politics an obstructing force in the ad- 
ministration of law. 


GRATEFUL TO MR. SCHROEDKR. 
I 


T IS a well-deserved tribute which Walter Locke 
pays 
to 
former 
City 
Commissioner William 


Schroedcr in a recent issue of the Dayton News. 
For a full appreciation of it, It Is necessary only to 
recall recent days. 


What 
would have been Lincoln's story, with 


scorching temperatures, had the old ban against the 
use of water been in effect. Home owners endeavor- 
ing to save grass, flowers, and shrubs, have been 
figl.ting a hard battle, in some instances a losing one. 
but it hasn't been through a lack of water. They 
have been encouraged to use as much as they de- 
sire, in marked contrast to the rigid brm when the 
supply came solely from the wells in the Antelope 
valley. 


This is Mr. Locke's comment: 


"One of Lincoln's five city governments with 


an elected commissioner at its head, has for its 
domain the city water. From the dawn of local 
history, that department was headed by Billy 
Schroeder. Schroeder. sometimes dubbed a stub- 
born Dutchman, was incorrigibly honest and 
careful, and he made the city's water the ob- 
ject of his life's devotion. The city's supply came 
from local deep wells. That supply was limited. 
In years past, when drouths came, the depart- 
ment would have to urge the people to be thrifty 
with their water. In prolonged drouths, its use 
on lawns and gardens would be forbidden al- 
together—just when it was needed most. 


"Comes now this, the worst drouth in all 


time, and, mirable dictu the water department 
is urging the people to use all the water they 
want. There's plenty. The meters show 1,000 gal- 
lons to the family going into gullet and ground 
and the department is glad. The more it sells, 
the more it makes. 


"What has happened. Three or four years ago 


Billy Schroeder, seeing the approaching crisis, 
went to the Platte river, twenty-five miles away, 
with his water mains. There was limitless water 
there. This present great need comes. From the 
old wells there would hardly be water, in such a 
drouth as this, to wash the supper dishes. Now 
a thankful people find themselves with water 
for the hot sun to burn. They splash comfort- 
ably, with a a temperature above 100 degrees, 
in an inexhaustible, cooling flow. 


"And 
Billy Schroeder, their benefactor how they 


must be honoring him. Ah, the ingratitude of 
republics! Schroeder, going to the Platte for the 
water now saving their lives, spent in the process 
a dollar or two. Somebody raised a cry about 
the cost. The new water in, they threw Billy 
Schroeder out. The public servant who, for this 
service, deserves and will finally get a monu- 
ment stands rewarded thus far by getting the 
sack. Republics are not really ungrateful; but 
sometimes they are slow to catch on. That's why 
so many politicians act on the theory that it is 
more profitable to soak the people than to serve 
them." 


JAPANESE STRATEGY. 
HIROSHI SAITO, Japanese ambassador to the 


United States, said in an interview in Omaha 


Friday that he did not anticipate another world war. 
"We can't go to war. There can't be any victors 
any more," he said; and continuing, the ambassador 
gave his reasons for such conclusions, thus: 


"The development of warlike machines and im- 


plements has reached such an advanced stage, with 
gas and incendiary bombs, and even bacteria, that 
the toll in destruction -would be so heavy that no 
victory could possibly compensate." 


Everything that Mr. Saito says about the horrors 


of the war of the future is entirely true, and more. 
It also appears that all of the world knows these 
things just as well as do the Japanese, which ac- 
counts for the manner 'in which other nations 
permitted Japan to lay hold of Manchuria, not- 
withstanding the fact that such action was con- 
demned by all of the other nations. And Japan knows 
that the other nations know, which accounts for 
the defiant manner in which that empire carried 
through its program, regardless of the attitude of 
the other powers and of the league of nations. 


Japan knows that the time she chose for launch- 


ing her campaign of aggression and penetration was 
the very best that could have been chosen, and it 
is to be expected that her rulers will carry it to 
conclusion at the earliest possible date, being careful 
that the feelings of the remainder of the world are 
not too seriously outraged. 


The Japanese know that other peoples know what 


a horrible war the next one is certain to be, there- 
fore they strike for their objective, the absolute 
control of Eastern Asia, while thoughts of the late 
•war are so fresh in the mind of the others that no 
forceful interference is to be feared. When this 
objective is attained it is to be expected that Japan 
will busy itself with the consolidation of its posi- 
tion and leave the remainder of the world pretty 
much to its own devices. 


The Japanese are a canny nation. They know that 


notwithstanding the fact that war is detested by the 
citizenry of the world at large, it is inevitable at 
some future time, and that it may not be far in 
the offing. They will not be in it unless it is 
carried to them.

ANSWER. 
The doctrine of forgiveness and 


man's need thereof is not peculiar 
to the Christian 
gospel. Marcus 


Aurellus said that "the best way of 
avenging thyself is not to become 
like the wrongdoer." The Old Tes- 
tament also chronicles some 
fine 


examples of this grace. But our 
Lord's teaching concerning it is dis- 
tinguished by the importance. He 
attaches to it, and by His insistence 
that the basis of sin's lorgiveness is 
found in tne very nature of Gocl 
himself. 


We are commanded to 
forgive 
others because He is always ready to 
pardon us. But we cannot expect 
to receive that pardon in our divine 
relations unless in our human rela- 
tions we forgive those who have in- 
jured us. Christ's parable of "The 
Unmerciful 
Servant" 
represents 
readiness to forgive as the supreme 
test of character. The unforging 
and unforgetting avenger is often 
represented as the strong silent hero 
of the modern play or picture. But 
according to the New Testament he 
is a weakling whose lust for reprisal 
recoils upon himself. 
The Christian is bidden to ignore 
the injuries done to him because he 
is bound to seek the highest good 
of the one who injured him. Of 
course, if that good can only be got- 
ten by handing over the offender to 
tne law, that is the proper course. 
But the courts do not practice re- 
venge; neither should we. 
In brief, although forgiveness can- 
not blot out the past, it can treat it 
as if it had not been. Enabled by 
love the forgiven man faces the fu- 
ture to make new and better terms 
with it. He wishes the 
broken 


union to be restored. As it takes two 
to make a quarrel, so it takes two 
to effect "a reconciliation. 
If tne 


offer to forgive is rejected he who 
makes it must be ready to make it 
again. We are thus urged to for- 
give as we hope to be forgiven. 
"Hard on the old Adam!" you say. 
Very true, yet we do not rise to 
manhood's height by obeying that 
gentleman but by conquering him.

The dream of a seadrome far out in 
the Atlantic to serve as a stepping 
stone for trans-ocean planes appar- 
ently is coming true.

$7,000,000 allotment for the purpose, 
Tie money had been asked by the 
commerce department for a sea- 
drome—a floating platform about 
1.500 feet long—to be anchored mid-
